The  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1950  Is  being  submitted  under 

unusual  circumstances  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

/ 

Dr,  D,  u , T,  Griffiths,  died  before  the  year  expired.  He  had 
served  the  authority  with  distinction  for  thirty  five  years  and 
it  :.s  with  diffidence  that  I,  his  successor,  prepare  an  account  of 
the  health  of  a community  of  which  I have,  for  the  year  in  question, 
no  direct  knowledge. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  vital  statistics  for  the 
year  compare  favourably  with  those  for  the  county  as  a whole,  with 
the  exception  of  the  still  birth  rate  which  has  shown  a marked 
riso.  Undue  emphasis  must  not,  however,  be  placed  upon  a rate 
computed  from  small  numbers  for,  when  reviewed  over  a five  year 
period,  the  still  birth  rate  is  not  found  to  be  significantly 
higher  than  in  the  remainder  of  the  county. 

Deatns  from  heart  disease  claimed  the  largest  number  of 
deaths  and  cancer,  in  its  various  forms,  the  second  largest.  Only 
two  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  received,  one  of  which 
was  a paratyphoid  infection.  The  source  was  not  ascertained, 

xne  water  supply  to  the  town  has  been  satisfactory  as  regards 
quality,  but  during  tho  summer  months,  when  the  population  is 
considerably  increased  by  holiday  makers,  the  demand  has,  at  times, 
exceeded  the  supply.  Steps  are,  however,  being  taken  to  try  and 
rectify  this  state  of  affairs,

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Generc^  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

(a)  Ho  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  district  by 
the  local  health  authority.  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
receive  medical  advice  from  their  own  medical  practitioners. 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic  attended  by  a medical  officer  of  the 
local  health  authority  is  held  once  a fortnight. 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district 
nurse  who  is  also  a State  Registered  Midwife. 

(d)  The  How  Quay  Urban  District  Council  area  forms  part  of  a much 
larger  area  covered  by  a Health  Visitor  of  the  County  Council. 

(e)  Home  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse. 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  person’s  ov/n  medical  attendant 
but  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the 
former  and  partly  by  medical  officers  of  the  local  health- 
authority  . 

(g)  An  ambulance  is  stationed  at  New  Quay  which  is  used  for  general 
and  accident  work.  Fever  cases  are  usually  removed  by  an 
ambulance  ear-marked  for  infectious  diseases  and  stationed  at 
Aberystwyth. 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in  periodic 
talks  and  advice  by  the  medical  officers  of  both  the  local  health 
and  the  local  authority. 

Care  and  after  care  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse 
t.nd  of  the  Health  Visitor,  Tuberculosis  cases  a.ro  also  followed 
HP  the  Chest  Physician’s  Health  Visitor  - a situation  which. 
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in  my  opinion,  involves  an  unnecessary  duplication  of  attention. 

(i)  Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  who  are,  as  a 
r u le , en  gag©  d locally. 

(j)  <3^  The  town  of  Aberystwyth,  about  20  miles  distant,  is  the  centre 
upon  which  the  principal  general  hospital  in  the  county,  the 
infectious  diseases'  hospital,  the  maternity  home  and  the

Infectious  Pis  eases 

The  scarcity  of  infectious  diseases ^notifications  gives  cause 
for  satisfaction.  The  failure  to  ascertain  the  source  of  the 
paratyphoid  Infection  was  not  duo  to  inactivity  on  the  part  of  the 
Health  Department's  staff.  The  source  of  infection  in  an  .‘.sola ted 
case  is,  as  a rule,  extremely  difficult  to  trace.
